Wasuixotoy, February 2—Atianta is at 
last to be a port of entry and delivery, 
thanks to ovr representatives. The house 
committee on ways and means bas agreed 
to report in favor of the bill. Dr. Feiton 
had charge of it in the committee and urged 
it forcibly. The bill offered two years ago 
provided that goods might be imported di- 
rect to Atiantaif they passed through Ba- 
vapnah. The prese.t bill allows importa- 
tion through any port and makes Atiantaa 
port of entry and dejivery in the fullest 
sense. The committee has put Mr. Felton 
in charge of the bill and agree that it shall 
be called up on the third Monday in this 
month for action. It will get through this 
session beyond a doubt, as representatives 
and senators will combine in pressing, and 
little opposition is anticip ated. 
—— While discussions on the 
count was progressing in the senate to-day, 
Georgia’s vote came up.

Washineton, February 2.—The yice- 
president having submicted the message of 
the president of the United States on the 


the commission, with the testimony 
taken by it, and also the minority report of 


evidence reported by the committee and their 
recommendations point out conclusively the true 


} measure of the redress which the government of 


the United Statesought now to,adopt. The come 
mittee in its conclusion omit to siate she impor 
tazit fact as to the present condition of the Poncas 
iu che indian territery, but the evidence they 
hawe reported shows Clearly and conclusively that 
the Pencas now residing in that territory, $21 in 
number, are salisficd with their new home; that 
they are healthy, comfortable and contented and 
that they are freely and firmly decided to adh re 
to the choiee announced in a letter ia October 
25, 1880, and in the deciaration of December 27, 
i880, to remain in the Indian territory and not to 
return to Dakota territory. The evidence re- 
ported also shows that a fragment of the Ponca 
tribe, perhaps 150in number, which are still in 
Dakota and Nebraska, prefer to remain in their 
oid situations. 

In view of these facts I am confident that the 
r ‘commendation of the commission, together with 
the declarations of the chiefs of December last, if 
su Vstantially followed, will afford a solution of 
the Pouca question which is consistent with the 
wistr and interest of both brauches of the tribe 
with the settied Indian policy of the guvernment 
and as pearly as practicable with the demands of 
the bands. Our general Indian policy for the 
future should embrace tne following ideas: 
First. The Indians shoulu be prepared for citi- 
zeuship by giving to their young of both sexes 
that indmstrial and general education which is 
requisite to enable them to be self-supporting and 
capable of seli-protection in a civilized commu- 
mity. 

pesondl. Land should be allotted to the Indians 
in severalty, inalienable for certain persons. 
Third, Tne Indians shouid have fair compensa- 
tiou for their lands not required for individual 
allotment, the amount to be invested with suita 
ble safeguard for their benefit. 

Fourth, With these prerequisites secured the 
Indians should be made citizens, and invested 
with rights and charged with the responsibilities 
of c.t zenship. 

It is therefure recommended that the legislation 
be adopted in regard te the Pouca Inaians, au- 
thorizing the secretary of the interior to secure to 
individual members of the Ponca tribe, in sever- 
alty, sufficient land for their support, inalicnable 
fora term of years, or until a restriction on the 
alienation may be removed by the president 
Ample time and opportunity shall be 
given members of the tripe, to freely 
choose their allutmeuts, either on 
their new or old reservations. Full compensa- 
tion should be made for the land to be relin- 
quished and for losses to them by the Sioux dep 
redations, and by reason of their removal to the 
Indian territory, the amount not to be less than 
the sum pamed in the declaration of the chiefs 
oa December 27th, 1880. In short, nothing should 
be left undone to show to the Iudians that the 
U nited States regards their rights as equally sa- 
cred with those of its own citizens. The time 
has come when the policy should be to place the 
Indians as rapidly as practicable on an equal 
footing with the other permanent inhabitauts of 
this Gountcy. 1 donot uudertake to apportion 
the blame for the injustice done the Poncas

‘THE SPEAKER'S POWER 


STOPS ONE PHASE OF OBSTRUCTION. 


But the Home Rulers Come up Smiling and Waste 
Another Precious Day—Gladstene Pro- 
tected by Police—Tae Breaking of 
Parliamentary Tradition. 


Lonpon, February 2.—In the house of 
commons last night William Henry Smith, 
conservative, and formerly first Lord ad- 
miralty, rose to a question of order and 
said that Mr. Parnell was one of the eleven 
members who had spoken thirty-three 
times on motions for adjournment. Mr. 
Smith summoned Dr. Piayfair to name Mr. 
Parnell as Sbeing guilty of wilful obstruc 
tion, Mr. Playfair ruled that a sufficient 
case was uot made out for such 
proceedings. Mr. Milbank, conservative 
member for Yorkshire, rose to a point of 
order. He said that Mr. Biggar had just 
applied to him the epithet of ‘*fool,” with 
foul prefix.. Dr. Playfair ruled that the 
expression was disorderly. Another motion 
for adjournment having been negatived, 
Mr. Biggar rose on a matter of privilege 
He said that-Mr. Milbank had crossed the 
floor of the house and called him an impu 
dent scoundrel. Mr. Biggar denied that he} 
had called Mr. Milbank a fool. Mr. Mil 
bank said he distinctly heard Mr. Biggar 
use the expression. Dr. Playfair said it 
was the duty of Mr. Milbank to apologize to 


the house for calling Mr. Biggar a scoun- 
drel, but not to Mr. Biggar. Mr. Milbank 
then made an spology in accordance with 
the decision of the deputy speaker. The 
incident terminated, and the house resumed 


the debate. 

Mr. Commono, home-rule member for 
Roscommon, resumed his seat at 3:45 this 
morning, after having spoken nearly two 
hours. Several members rose to a point of 
order while he was speaking, but the deputy 
speaker, Playfair, stated that although Mr. 
Commono was greatly trying the patience 
of the house he was in order. 

The house was still in session at 5 o’clock 


m. 
10am.—The debate continued until 9 
o'clock this morning, when the speaker, 
who had resumed the chair, relieving Dep- 
uty Speaker Playfair, declined to allow the 
debaie tocontinuelonger. Ascene of great 
excitement then occurred. At 9:30 a.m. a 
division was taken with the result that the 
goverpment obtained leave to bring in a 
bill for the protection of life and property 
in Ireland by a vote of 164to19. The home- 


rule members then left the house in a body, 
and the bill was read for the first time 
The second reading was fixed for noon to- 
day. The house then adjourned, having 
sat continuously for about 42 hours. 

——It is understood that the appeal tothe 
authority of the chair,which eventually wa: 
successful in stopping the obstruction in the 
house, was agreed upon by the leaders of 
both the liberai and conservative parties 
Che final speech before the intervention of 
the speaker was by Mr. Biggar, who con- 
clude®by expressing his wish for the suc 
cess of fenianism. During Mr. Biggar’s 
sper ch Premier Gladstone entered the house 
and was loudly cheered. It was at this pomt 
that the speaker resumed the chair at 9 
o'clock a.m. He immediately said: 
During forty hours the house has been occupled 
b) repeated motions fur adjournment, supported 
by small minorities iu opposition to the genera! 
sense of the house. A crisis has arisen, which 
demands the prompt interposition gf the chair 
and the house. A Measure recommended as 
urgent, in her majeti ’s speech a month ago, is 
belug arrested by an inconsiderable minority. It 
is necessary to vindicate the credit and authority 
of the house. ] am satisfied that I shall best carry 
out its will, and may rely upon its support, if/ 
decline to call upon any more members to speak, 
aud immediately proceed to put the several ques- 
tions to a vote. It will be necessary for the house 
to assure a more efficient control over its debates 
or entrust greater authority to the chair.”’ 

The speaker was repeatecly and enthu 
siastically cheered. The vote of 164 to 19 
on the division at 9:30 a.m., was that on 
which the amendment to adjourn the de 
bate was rejected. The speaker then put 
the motion that leave be given to bring in 
the protection bill. The home rulers here 
for two minutes shouted, ‘Priyilege.!”’ 
“Privilege!’’ and then, as the speaker still 
remained standing, they all left the house 
in a body, bowing to the speaker as they did 
so, the other members cheering their de- 
parture. The motion that leave be giver 
to bring in the bill was then unanimously 
agreed to. 

Mr. Gladstone then announced that he 
would move on Thursday that if, on notice 
being given that the business of the house 
is urgent, and if on call of the speaker forty 
members shall support the demand for ur- 
gency, the speaker shall forthwith put the 
question without debate, amendment or 
adjournment, and if the question of urger- 
cy be decided in the affirmative by 3 tol 
then the powers of the house for the regu 
lation of its business shall be vested in and 
remain with the speaker until he sball 
declare that the state of public business is 
no longer urgent. 

Mr. Gladstone gave notice that he proposes 
to follow the motion above referred to by 
a resolution declaring that the state of 
public business 1s urgent,

CABINET ANTICIPATIONS. 


The Probable Complexion of the 
Coming Administration, 

WASHINGTON, February 2—It is no secret 
among General Garfield’s friends that he means 
to caliinto the cabinet Robert Lincoln, of Chi- 
cago, the son of the great president. Mr. Lincoln 
isa sound lawyer and a zealous republican. He 
was an ardent Grant man in the movements pre- 
liminary to the Chicago couvention, and presided 
at the Grant meeting in that city. It is believed 


that this séleetion will be gratifying to General 
Grant, and jt is known that it will be peculiarly 
gratifying to General Logan, who does not him- 
self desire a cabinet place, as he prefers to remain 
in the senate, but who is an arcent friend of Mr. 
Lincoln. 

Ngxt to the treasury the interior department has 
een asubject of the closest consideratioa with 
the general. The public may as well know that 
he meaus to use special care to have no Indian or 
public land jobbery in this department. He is 
determined that its administration shal! not fall 
below that of Secretary Schurz in character and 
efficiency, and he wiil not consent to calla 
western man to this place, merely because he 
is a western man, as has been variously urged 
upon him. Indeed, he is likely to prefer an east- 
ern man for the interior department, and he has 
seriously thought of calling General Francis 
Walker, the present superintendentof the census, 
lo this piace. General Walker was made super 
intendent of Indian affairs by General Grant, and 
be is believed to be very familiar with the work 
of the interior department, but up to tuis time 
no One has been cetermined on. 

There wiil probably be no southern man in the 
cabinet. General Garfield has seen that when 
Grant chose Akerman and when Hayes chose 
Key, While the tw. men were sufficiently com- 
petent, their appointment carried no political in- 
fluence whatever, and added nothing to the 
strength of the administration or the party. 
White he hopes, during his term of office, to 
extirpate sectionalism, he does not believe that 
the calling of a southern man, no matter what his 
auteeede..ts, into the eabinet, would help this 
object. He hopes to produce a salutary imprese 
siou OU the south in other ways, as by the selec 
tionefmen of high character and influence for 
the prominent feaeral officesin the south, and 
a ineasures oO! legisiatiou looking t» the welfare 
of the gonth, and showing the southern people 
that the gepublicaus are their true friends and

It must av Bice to say, by way of close, that to- 
ward the south General ;arfieid means to carry 
outa conciliatory but firm policy, one which 
shall give no honorable southern man just cause 
of complaint, but whieh will insist ou the recog: 
nition of equal political rights everywaere. The 
whites must recognize the constitutional fact that 
the blacks are cilizeus and that the rights of no 
class of cilizens’can be attacked without injury 
and danger to all.

A Corperation Controversy. 

There haye been considerable com- 
plaints in some of our eastern and wes- 
tern exchanges in regard to the detention 
of trains of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road in the road-yard of the Pennsy!- 
vania company in West Philadelphia. It 
was thought that these delays were the 
intentional ‘result of a desire to throw 
obstacles in the way of a rival corpora- 
tion. A recent article in the Philadelphia 
Pr. ss, however, explains that the deten- 
tions areinevitable. The Press says that 
there is probably no place on this conti- 
nent where more numerous and inevit- 
able obstructions to the rapid passage of 
an express passenger train are more cer- 
tain to occur than on the portion of the 
line of the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany immediately north of its system of 
tracks leading. by the connecting 
railway to New York, which has sud- 
denly been pressed ‘into use under 
the late decision as part of the new 
through passenger route from New York 
to Washington. There are few sections 
of railway in the world where the sur- 
roundings and adjuncts are so illy fitted 
for the prompt and proper movement of 
passenger trains, where so many dangers 
threaten the safe passage of such trains, 
and where their passage would cause so 
much inconvenience to an immense 
number of freight trains, shifting engines, 
passenger and freight locomotives and 
freight cars devoted to all classes of traf- 
fic, including live stock, coal trains, pe- 
troleam tanks, grain cars, manure cars | 
and cars carrying merchandise of all | 
kinds.

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Confiscation by the Katilroads. 

We have already alluded to the letter 
of Leland Stanford, president of the Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad, in reply to a circular 
of a special committee of the New York 
chamber of commerce, an organization 
which is using its utmost endeavors to 
break upthe unjust discriminations of 
railroad corporations, One of Stanford’s 
chief arguments against government reg- 


practically managed by a pool comunis- 
sioner, it ismuch more necessary for the 
protection of the people that the corpo- 
rations should be regulated as to their 
discriminations ia freight rates by proper 
legislation. 

Their is also another matter in which 
the people are largely interested, bat 
which has not attracted their attention 
heretofore, and that is the arrangement 
of freignt classifications by the railroad 
managers. This arrangement is such an 
to make the rates of freight proportion- 
ate to the value of the article transport- 
ed. other words, the corpora- 
tions claim the right to enter 
into partnership with every farm- 
er and business man who 
has freight to ship, and confiscate a por- 
tion of his profits. This rule was made 
apparent recently in California, where 
the farmers discovered that a large profit 
could be made by cultivating the castor 
bean. They entered largely into its cul- 
tivation, but when they came to ship it 
to market, they found the railroads ready 
to make the freight rates tally with the 
profits to be made on the article; and the 
corporations did, in fact, confiscate a 
large share of the profits, refusing to ship 
a sack of castor beans at the same rate as 
a sack of corn or oata. They placed the 
beans in a different “class” and #o robbed 
the farmer. Al] this the government 
will have to revise.
